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PRESENTATION 


On behalf of the Foundation for International Studies (The University 
of Malta) I present with pleasure this brief but useful catalogue of 
printed works by 31 Maltese composers whose works are extant in the 
Music Library of the Cathedral Museum, Mdina, Malta. Though 
limited to the holdings of one particular library, the catalogue is the 
first of its kind to be printed in our islands. 

A total of about 160 works have been professionally catalogued by 
Anna A. Mousu who also added the titles and the lists of dedicatees, 
lyricists and publishers. 

Music publishing is still costly and complicated today but it was 
much more so in the 18th and 19th centuries. It is therefore all the 
more amazing that so many Maltese or Maltese-born composers 
succeeded in having their works published by no less than 43 firms in 
Malta and, outside Malta, in Egypt, Greece, Turkey, Italy, France, 
Germany, Switzerland as well as in Canada and the U.S.A. 

The publication of this catalogue by the Foundation is also intended 
to encourage and support the Cathedral Museum’s efforts to increase, 
and catalogue their collection of scores and, through similar 
publications, facilitate the work of Maltese and international scholars 
and directors who would like to exploit the treasures of our musical 
heritage by selecting and performing works preserved in our 
collection. 

It is for this reason that this booklet is being launched on the 
occasion of a musical evening to celebrate the conferment of the 
Foundation’s Gold Medal Award to Elisabeth Mann Borgese.

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CATHEDRAL MUSEUM, MDINA 
COLLECTION OF PUBLISHED SCORES 
BY MALTESE COMPOSERS 

In 1968 the works of art located in the Cathedral Sacristies were 
transferred to the Old Seminary, which was being restored to house 
the Cathedral Museum art treasures. 

It was decided by the ad hoc Committee of the Metropolitan 
Chapter, headed by Prof. Mgr E. Coleiro, to transfer the Cathedral 
Archives, for eventual research, in the same building and - wisely - 
to include as well the Music Archives, which up to then had been 
placed in a cupboard as no further use was envisaged for them. 

At the Museum the music collection was patiently catalogued and a 
few specimen scores were put on exhibition in the documentary 
section. Musicologists soon began to realize the importance of the 
collection and to promote research and revival performances. 

The oldest extant Maltese music was discovered in the collection. 
The pieces were Beat us Vir (1652) by Don Giuseppe Balzano and 
Venite Omnes (1680) by his brother Don Domenico, both choir 
masters of the Cathedral. The complete musical oeuvre of their 
successors in the eighteenth century, Don Benigno Zerafa and 
Francesco Azopardi, were also identified and listed. 

It was discovered that the section of seventeenth century Italian 
prints contained 20 per cent of unique works, hitherto unknown by all 
published music repertories. But no printed work by any Maltese 
composer was included in the collection. 

Generous donations followed as a result of the interest aroused by 
research and performances. These donations contained the nucleus of 
the present collection of printed works by Maltese composers. 

The first donor was Mr Anthony Vella of Sliema whose collection 
of scores by the Vella composers included 1 1 works by Dr Giuseppe 
Vella and his sons Luigi and Paolo, printed in Germany, Italy and 
Malta. Mro Paul Nani’s near contemporary donation of the Nani 
scores contained no less than 30 works printed in U.K., in Naples and 
by the Brocktorff lithographers of Malta. Eight works printed in the 
U.S.A. and Italy with compositions by Giuseppe Caruana and his son 
Fr Anton were donated by the latter as part of the Caruana collection. 

Encouraged by these acquisitions, the Museum initiated an effort to 
enlarge the collection of printed works by way of further accessions, 
at least in photocopy or on microfilm. The collection proved to be 
valuable not only for its music but also for its lithographs and 
engraved title-pages as well as for the considerable number of 
publishers. 
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The oldest piece in the collection, Michelangelo Vella’s Sei Sonate 
for 3 violins and bass, published in Paris in 1768, was discovered in 
Sweden whereas originals by Nicolo Isouard were traced in Naples, in 
the National Library of Malta and in a local private collection. A 
printed score by Francesco Schira was traced in Gozo. 

Small but important collections were acquired from Dr Vincenzo 
Maria Pellegrini, Mrs G. Amato Gauci and Mro F. Sammut. Miss 
Karmen Mikallef Buhagar presented an interesting collection of 
Alexander Greek’s compositions printed in Corfu, Iona, Alexandria 
and Ankara and by the Maltese Literature and Propaganda Society in 
Valletta. 

The Cathedral Museum collection, at present comprising about 160 
pieces, is gradually enriched by further acquisitions. A copy on 
microfilm is sent to St John’s University, Collegeville, Minnesota as 
part of the Cathedral Museum Microfilm Project. 

May this publication and the current display of a selection of these 
works encourage the search for more printed scores and the 
publication of more works by Maltese composers.

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INTRODUCTION 


The organisation of any library is based on the principle of getting the 
material to the user as quickly and easily as possible. If we consider 
users of a music library, the approach for whatever kind of material, 
is not greatly different from that of other libraries. Therefore, 
providing a catalogue where items are described and listed, is a 
solution regularly practised. However, music cataloguing, as all music 
cataloguers know too well, is a time-consuming process, and 
considerable experience of music as well as training in cataloguing are 
vital for the music librarian. Standardisation has to be kept and 
adhered to as much as possible, but its merits must be weighed against 
the particular needs of those who use the library. 

Despite the study of music cataloguing, little was written on the 
problems of music until the 1950’s. In fact, some of the problems, 
especially that of ascertaining date of publication, run on into this 
century. This lack of date, and the consequent need to establish one, 
has given rise to several problems, especially when one considers that 
different processes are used in trying to determine it. A cardinal 
principle must be kept when trying to establish the date, and this is, 
never to mislead. The date of copyright - nowadays almost enforce- 
able - might lead one to establish also the date of publication, but if 
an informal guess is to be made, this must be shown amply clear. 

This catalogue contains about one hundred and sixty entries of 
printed compositions by Maltese composers. It is essential to state that 
the catalogue is not concerned with quality of works, but with all 
printed works extant at the Music Library of the Mdina Cathedral. 
Moreover, the list is comprehensive up to the time of writing, since the 
collection, from a small beginning, is gradually increasing thanks to 
the efforts of the Curator, Canon John Azzopardi. 

The principal section of this catalogue contains entries of works by 
composers arranged in alphabetical order. Moreover, each composer 
is assigned a number and his works, besides being arranged 
alphabetically, are also given a progressive number. There are also 
several indices which include composers, works, publishers, 
dedicatees and lyric-writers. 

It is hoped that this catalogue will be of help to the music student or 
researcher and also create an awareness of our musical heritage.
